Mum says situation has taken toll on her mental health

A SINGLE mother from Harlow has 
been battling with the council to fix 
her kitchen that has left her with 
anxiety and depression. 

Katrina Kyriacou has lived in her 
maisonette in The Stow for six years, 
but for the past two years she has had 
to deal with knives falling out of 
broken drawers and mould. 

The 35-year-old mother-of-two said 
she has reported the problems to Har¬ 
low Council as many as ten times, 
with nothing being done. 

“The whole kitchen is falling 
apart,” Katrina said. “I’m using pins 
to hold up the shelves and everything 
is hanging or missing. 

“I have reported this about ten 
times and had a surveyor round. The 
council keep saying they will fix it but 
nothing has been done.” 

The frustration has taken its toll on 
Katrina’s mental health, and her OCD 
is ‘through the roof’. 

“The stress, anxiety and depression 
this has caused is unbelievable,” she 
said. “Having to live with this is tor¬ 
ture. 

Stab 

“It’s just dangerous too. I have had a 
knife fall out of the drawer and stab 
me in the foot because it’s not secure. 
My daughter has had her fingernail 
ripped off by a faulty cupboard. 

“Just because I cannot afford my 
own house does not mean this is any 
way to live.” 

After a surveyor visited her home 
ten months ago, Katrina was feeling 
positive that things would change. 

However, she has just been left with 
more disappointment. 

The mother has sent pictures and 
written complaints time and time 
again, but has not heard back. 

“The surveyor came round and said 
it needs to be fixed,” she said. “I keep 
being promised they will get back to 
me, but I get nothing. 

“I’m banging my head against a 
brick wall and my OCD is going 
through the roof. I have cried and 
cried over this.” 

She has watched her neighbours’ 


for two years - she 
claims her kitchen 
is a danger to her 
and her family 


council homes get fitted with new 
kitchens while Harlow Council main¬ 
tain that there is not enough of a 
budget for hers. 

The problems to her house also do 
not stop at the kitchen. 

“I also have problems with mould 
and I only have single glazing around 
my house,” she said. “I’ve asked them 
time and time again to fit double 
glazing. 

“All my neighbours have had new 
kitchens, windows and bathrooms 
and they are all council tenants. But 
they have said to me that they’ve run 
out of money and I’ll have to wait until 
2021 .” 

With the conditions in her flat so 
bad, Katrina has thought about apply¬ 
ing to the council to move. 

However, she says she has previ¬ 
ously been let down in this way when 
her home was subject to an attack. 

“I was getting harassed last year,” 


she said. “We moved into a refuge and 
Harlow Council transferred us to the 
home we are in now. 

“But then I got a brick through my 
window and they refused to move us 
again. All they did was put a sensor 
light outside. 

Neglected 

“If someone wants to get into my 
house to hurt me, a sensor light will 
do nothing. I feel totally neglected and 
unsupported by the council. They 
keep promising and then I get noth¬ 
ing.” 

However, the council says it is work¬ 
ing to make sure the repairs are car¬ 
ried out. 

A spokesman for Harlow Town 
Council said: “The condition of the 
kitchen has been previously raised 
with us but upon reviewing the case 
we found that the kitchen was in a 
very good condition when the prop¬ 


erty was re-let in 
2011. The kitchen 
was replaced before 
the property was re- 
let in 2011 and it was 
also in a good con¬ 
dition in 2012 when a 
stock condition sur¬ 
vey of all council 
homes was under¬ 
taken. 

“Repairs for the kit¬ 
chen were raised on 
June 24 and HTS will 
be attending to carry 
out these repairs. We 
have asked HTS for an 
update on this. We are 
aware of an antisocial 
behaviour incident in 
August 2017. At this time 
case reviews were carried 
out but no further incidents 
have been reported since.”

“There will be no change to the 
routes, however, there may be 
some minor timetable changes. 

“I would like to thank all our 
loyal customers for their custom 
over the past few years. 

“Operating buses in today’s 
economic climate is very 
tiresome. 

“I hope that Arriva Buses will 
invest in your services 
improving the shape of travel in 
and around Harlow, Waltham 
Abbey and Loughton.” 

Arriva hopes the additional 
services will improve travel in 
the Harlow area. 

The routes are the same, 
although Arriva has made some 
amendments to the timetable. 

Marketing manager at Arriva, 
Craig Taylor, said: “Arriva are

Doctors didn’t believe 
mum was ill - then found 
she had brain tumour

A HARLOW mum has been told 
she has 12 to 18 months to live 
after suffering “24-hour” head¬ 
aches and waking up to an odd 
“herbal” smell in the middle of 
the night. 

Mel Mirza, a mum-of-four, 
refused to believe doctors when 
they told her she was likely 
stressed or depressed. 

She asked for more testing for 
her worrying symptoms, only to 
be horrified to find out she had a 
brain tumour that would claim 
her life in under two years, 
reports the Mirror Online. 

“I was experiencing severe, 
painful headaches 24 hours a day,” 
Mel said. 

“I used to wake up at 4am with 
these bizarre smells. It’s a smell 
that I have never smelt before. It 
was like a herbal smell that was 
very unusual 

“And I had these attacks that got 
worse and worse.” 

The 44-year-old said: “I would 
have to sit down to get out of them. 
An oncologist eventually said the 
attacks were a form of a seizure. I 
was worried it was an 
aneurysm.” 


She said it was “devastating” to 
find out she had a brain tumour, 
adding: “My mum just fell apart 
and my sister grabbed hold of 
me.” 

After being diagnosed last sum¬ 
mer, she has battled to prolong her 
life and has remained upbeat des¬ 
pite an uncertain future. 

But she has suffered a heart¬ 
breaking setback as a new tumour 
is growing in a different part of 
her brain and she will have to pay 
for her treatment she desperately 
needs privately. 

Seizures 

Mel said: “I was told that the 
original tumour was shrinking 
and the cavity was shrinking. 
Then I had my most recent MRI in 
June after I had two seizures close 
together, and there’s a new area of 
disease developing in a different 
part of my brain. 

“I’m strong and I’m positive, 
and I want to beat this. Unfor¬ 
tunately I don’t have hundreds of 
thousands of pounds to get the 
treatment I need. 

“For them to say there’s a recur¬ 
rence already while I am on 
chemotherapy is worrying.” 

Mel and her family are trying to 
raise £200,000 to pay for pioneer¬ 
ing treatment at a “wonder clinic”

The mum was diagnosed with 
the aggressive glioblastoma mul¬ 
tiforme (GBM) tumour in June 
last year after she begin feeling 
ill. 

She has been positive and open 
about her condition, had started 
noticing her symptoms in Janu¬ 
ary after she visited her GR 

She added: “I kept coming down 
with illness and I was worried 
because I was getting heart pal¬ 
pitations and just being sick all 
the time, with colds. 


“I went to the GP and they said 
I had a sinus infection and gave 
me antibiotics, and then I was told 
I had a chest infection. In March 
last year it just got worse.” 

Mel described how she began to 
notice strange smells, seizures 
and unbearable headaches that 
grew more severe. 

She visited her doctor again 
and went through several tests, 
including blood analysis and an 
ultrasound of her stomach. 

Her sister Nikki Lee, 43, said: 
“Mel isn’t the type to go to the 
doctor or the hospital. The fact 
that she went to the doctor, we 
knew it had to be something she 
felt wasn’t right.” 

Despite the rigorous testing, 
none revealed the tumour inside 
the mum’s head. 

Mel, who worked as a carer at a 
retirement home, said: “A nurse 
told me you have had a lot of tests 
and nothing is coming up, so it’s 
probably stress. I told her I am not 
a high-stress person. 

“I never get stressed, and I 
wasn’t stressed. I am used to 
multi-tasking - working 48 hours 
a week and raising four children - 
and I am a coper.” 

She added: “Another doctor told 
me it was depression and I said 
‘no’. They put me on antidepress¬ 


ants that would help with the pain 
of my headaches.” 

Neither Mel, nor her family, 
were satisfied with the diagnoses 
given, they kept pressing for 
answers. 

Mel said: “In the end, my mum 
said ‘No, I’ve had enough of this’. 
Her aunt had an aneurysm and 
she wanted me to be referred to a 
specialist.” 

Scan 

Her mum wanted her to have a 
full-body scan. Last June she went 
for a CT scan and left not knowing 
the results, or what they would 
show. However, 90 minutes later, 
her GP rang her and told her to 
come to his surgery, along with 
her mother, Pauline, 71, “within 
the hour”. 

Mel said: “I thought, ‘Oh dear, 
this can’t be good’. We went, and 
he told us the devastating news 
that I had a brain tumour the size 
of a golf ball.” 

She added: “I took it well, really. 
I asked what’s next and the GP 
said he would try to get me into a 
specialist hospital to remove it, 
but to go to a local hospital if I get 
worse. 

“The next day I was constantly 
being sick, so my sister and my 
mum took me up to the A&E. They

gave me a full-body scan to see if 
the cancer was anywhere else in 
my body, but they said it wasn’t.” 

Three days later, she was trans¬ 
ferred to a different hospital 
where she underwent surgery to 
remove as much of the tumour as 
possible. Surgeons removed 
around 85 per cent of it, but there 
was more bad news when she 
received the results. 

Mel said: “My oncology nurse 
told me, unfortunately, that it was 
the worst news. It was the worst 
form [of tumour]. I wanted to hear 
how we will beat it. 

“They told me I would get six 
weeks of radiotherapy and then 
chemotherapy, but there was 
nothing else to offer.” 

She added: “They removed 85

per cent of the tumour, but what’s 
very frustrating is even that’s a 
very grey area. 

“It’s all very vague, they’re 
unable to say for sure how much is 
left in there.” 

Mel and her sister, Nikki, are 
traumatised, because no-one can 
give them definite answers. 

Nikki explained: “You’re hit 
with this devastating diagnosis ... 
you want to know what you can do 
to get better, but nobody can 
answer that.” 

Mel refuses to let the diagnosis 
upset her life, four days after she 
was released from hospital after 
her extensive surgery, she went to 
an Ed Sheeran gig in Camden, 
north London. 

Nikki said: “She was just going 


up to everybody and telling every¬ 
one, ‘I just had brain surgery’ and 
what her diagnosis was. 

“You think, ‘Be careful, you just 
had brain surgery', but Mel was 
behaving like she had just had 
some minor surgery.” 

Mel added: “I was dancing and 
singing, and I had a great time. 
You have to get on with things, 
don’t you? I said, ‘I am going to go 
and enjoy myself’.” 

The diagnosis was a devastat¬ 
ing blow to her family, it has put 
her and her bus driver husband, 
Simon, 53, under financial pres¬ 
sure at the worst time. 

The mum can’t work as a carer 
or drive a car due to the tumour, 
meaning the family are on a 
single income and Simon has to 


work overtime to make ends meet. 
He does this while caring for his 
wife. 

She said: “My husband is amaz¬ 
ing. He does overtime all the time. 
He’s very loving and support¬ 
ing.” 

Mel and Simon’s children, 
Dylan, 22, Reece, 20 and Casey, six, 
daughter Paige, 16, don’t know 
how long their loving mum will be 
in their lives. 

Mel said: “It has devastated the 
whole family. My kids have looked 
up the disease on the Internet, 
and they saw how bleak it is. 

“My 16-year-old daughter, she 
said ‘we all know, we’ve all looked 
it up’. She has been stressed and 
unwell.” 

She worries the condition is 


hereditary, adding: “It’s 

something I really worry about all 
the time. My daughter suffers 
from migraines.” 

Noise 

She has suffered chronic 
seizures since she underwent sur¬ 
gery and can hear an “alarm” 
ringing in her ears before one 
strikes. 

She said: “I will say, ‘Can you 
hear that noise?’ to the kids and 
they will tell me no. It feels like 
when your ears have popped and 
it sounds really low. 

“So then I know it is coming and 
I lower myself to the floor. 

“The first time I heard the 
alarm I didn’t know what was 
going to happen. I started shaking

and my daughter called my hus¬ 
band, and he got me on my side 
and held me. 

“My body is giving me a warn¬ 
ing. Some people detect a burning 
smell.” 

Mel is undergoing chemother¬ 
apy after another round of radio¬ 
therapy, and thanks to the 
financial support of loved ones, 
can pay for the treatments at Care 
Oncology Clinic in Marlebone, 
central London. 

She is focusing on leading a 
healthy lifestyle with a strict diet 
of food, hoping it will give her 
more time. 

She and her family have 
launched a JustGiving page to pay 
for groundbreaking £200,000 
immunotherapy treatment at the 


Hallwang Clinic in Germany. 

This treatment is not available 
on the NHS. 

She said: “You do feel like 
you’re on your own, you have to 
research it and you feel like you 
have to make your own 
decisions.” 

Nikki added: “You’re kind of 
left with having to research it all 
yourself and see what’s available, 
and once you do that you get a 
little bit of hope, but the worry is 
is that the right treatment? Is it 
going to help? 

“It is a case of paying out thou¬ 
sands of pounds and trusting 
them. It’s a very difficult thing, 
where do you start? 

“It is exhausting. You feel that’s 
you’re only hope.”

FIVE people including three 
teenagers were arrested on sus¬ 
picion of supplying drugs and 
being in possession of a firearm 
and ammunition without a cer¬ 
tificate.

The Labour Party have 
been trying to ‘sell’ the idea 
that homes built on its land 
will be council owned and 
let at council rent levels in 
the hope that people will 
think that their sons or 
daughters will be able to 
afford them. 

However this does not 
already stack up because the 
homes being proposed at 
Bushey Croft, Lister House, 
Elm Hatch and St Andrews 
Meadow will be “affordable”, 
which in truth means that 
most residents, based on the 
average Harlow family 
income, will not be able to 
afford them. 

Residents living in 
Fennells, Barn Mead, 

Jocelns, Broadway Avenue, 
Deer Park, Greygoose Park, 
Rundells, Radburn Close, 
Hawthorns, Pollard Hatch, St 
Andrews Meadow and 
Church Leys will face the 
same situation if Harlow’s 
Labour Party go ahead with 
their Local Plan.

Create a hedgehog home that 
features all creature comforts

WHAT better way to spend a 
sunny afternoon with the 
kids than by creating your 
own hedgehog house, to 
help the nation’s favourite 
mammal from further 
decline. 

The Hedgehog Street team 
- run by national wildlife 
charities the British 
Hedgehog Preservation 
Society (BHPS) and People’s 
Trust for Endangered Species 
(PTES) - is urging people to 
help hedgehogs by building 
them the perfect home, 
providing a safe haven that’s 
cool, cosy and comfortable, 
particularly if the very hot 
weather we had earlier this 
summer should make a 
return. 

Last year, Hedgehog Street 
launched the first ever 
Hedgehog Housing Census, 
which looked at how, when 
and why hedgehogs use 
either homemade or artificial 
hedgehog houses in gardens 
across Britain. 

Between August and 
October 2017, over 5,000 
people responded to the 
Hedgehog Housing Census, 
and now, a year on, the 
secrets behind what makes a 
perfect hedgehog home have 
been revealed. The results, 
analysed by the University of 
Reading, show that: 

■ Hedgehogs prefer 
homemade houses, but 
artificial houses are still a 
good alternative if they have 


the right features. 

■ Hedgehogs need time to 
get used to a new house 
before they use it. 

■ Feeding hedgehogs, 
putting water in your garden 
and providing bedding, such 
as dry leaves, pet straw or 
both increases the chances 
of a resident hedgehog 
moving in. 

■ Hedgehogs prefer houses 
found in back gardens, in 
shaded areas. 

■ Pets or badgers don’t 
appear to put off a ’hog from 
moving in. 

Building your own 
hedgehog home is a fun and 
easy thing to do. To 
download a PDF with simple 
instructions on how to build 
two different types of 
hedgehog house, visit 
www.hedgehogstreet.org/ 
housingcensus 

Interestingly, the results 
also showed that hedgehog 
houses positioned close (five 
metres) to the homeowners’ 
house are most frequently 
used, indicating that 
hedgehogs have become 
accustomed to humans. 

Emily Wilson, Hedgehog 
Officer for Hedgehog Street 
explained: “Until now we 
didn’t know what type of 
hedgehog house was best for 
hedgehogs and if they were 
even really used at all, as this 
area of hedgehog ecology 
simply hadn’t been studied. 
These results tell us that 


hedgehog houses are helping 
’hogs find a place to rest, 
hibernate and even breed. 
We can use these results to 
help conserve these animals 
and give the most accurate 
advice to anyone wanting to 


provide shelter for wild 
hedgehogs through our 
Hedgehog Street campaign. 

Emily continued: “It’s 
interesting to see that 
hedgehogs seem to prefer 
houses that have been in a 


garden for some time, but 
we hope that people won’t 
be disheartened if they have 
a newer hedgehog house, it 
just means hedgehogs need 
a little time to get used to it. 
If hedgehogs are provided 


with food and water in the 
garden and the correct 
bedding in the house, this 
really encourages hedgehogs 
into your area, and they 
could become regular night¬ 
time visitors.”

seaside nightclubs. 

“The walk was the 
toughest thing I have ever 
done mentally and 
physically with points 
where I was so low and I was 
in so much pain I wasn’t 
sure how I would get to the 
end. 

“Its an experience that I 
find hard to explain, I also 
had some very dark 
moments, however we made 
it, and what I learnt is that if 
you have a great partnership,

Baker is taking on a four- 
year, high-level accountancy 
apprenticeship with 
Kingston Smith accountants, 
in London. 

He said: “Having had the 
opportunity to speak with 
lots of people in the industry 
who have visited us at 
school, I decided an 
apprenticeship is the best 
route for me as that includes 
a chartership. 

“If I went to university, I 
would still have to do a 
separate chartership at the 
end. 

“I also took part in the 
Working in the City with 
UBS online chatroom with 
their graduates who gave us 
advice on different career 
pathways and getting into 
the industry. 

“We have always had 
access to a lot of employers 
and that has been helpful. I 
did not know what I wanted 
to do, but was interested in 
maths and science. The 
advice and guidance has 
been amazing.”

Emma Thompson in The Children Act 

THE CHILDREN'S ACT (12A) ★★★★★ 

DAME Emma Thompson delivers one of the 
most beautifully calibrated, heartrending 
performances of her career in The Children Act, 
adapted for the screen by Ian McEwan from his 
2014 novel. 

Donning the robes of a judge, who 
tranquilises her emotions when she presides 
over cases at the Royal Courts of Justice in 
London, the two-time Oscar winner elegantly 
reveals chinks in her character’s brandished 
armour. 

Despite her best efforts at cool detachment, 
guilt and regret eventually spill over as one 
deliberation reaches its summation. 

For the opening hour, Richard Eyre’s 
courtroom drama is a riveting character study. 

Thompson wrestles with life-or-death 
decisions with a stoicism and haunting solitude 
that comes at the expense of personal 
relationships. 

Once a contentious central case is closed and 
the judge faces the ramifications of her carefully 
weighted words, the film unravels in a 
concluding act devoid of emotional heft. 

It’s a muddled, unsatisfying resolution to an 
artfully composed study that promises so much. 

The Honorable Mrs Justice Maye (Thompson) 
is a slave to the law. 

Her heavy workload leaves scant time for 
husband Jack (Stanley Tucci) and he shocks his 
wife by confessing his intention to have an 
affair. 

Unable to respond, Fiona is called away to 
deal with the urgent case of 17-year-old 
leukaemia patient Adam Henry (Fionn 
Whitehead). 

The boy and his parents (Ben Chaplin, Eileen 
Walsh) are Jehovah’s Witnesses and it is 
contrary to their faith to accept blood. 

Without a transfusion, Adam will die and 
senior staff at the hospital are concerned that 
Adam is being influenced by his parents. 

Since the patient is a few weeks shy of his 
18th birthday, Fiona wields the power to force 
him to accept the blood that could save his life. 

Mark Berner QC (Anthony Calf) leads the case 
for a transfusion and Fiona visits Adam in 
hospital to assess his state of mind. 

Aided by her fastidious clerk Nigel (Jason 
Watkins), Fiona must deliver her ruling while 
attempting to resuscitate her marriage. 

The Children Act is a handsome showcase for 
Thompson and she never disappoints, even 
when the human drama around her feels 
contrived. 

Rising star Whitehead, who dodged bullets in 
Christopher Nolan’s Dunkirk, lingers in the 
memory, more so than Tucci’s neglected 
spouse, who is starved of screen time to truly 
convince us that he demands our sympathy. 

Eyre directs at a pedestrian pace, allowing us 
sufficient time to chew on moral conundrums 
and come to our own conclusions. 

My verdict is that his intelligent, sensitively 
handled film fails to achieve its full potential.

SCATHING SATIRE

BLACKKKLANSMAN (15) 
★★★★★ 

R eleased almost exactly 
one year after the 
Unite The Right rally 
in Charlottesville, 
BlacKkKlansman 
handcuffs racial divisions in 
present-day America to the 
outlandish true story of a black 
police detective, who 
infiltrated the Ku Klux Klan in 
the 1970s. 

Director Spike Lee’s 
impassioned, conscience¬ 
pricking satire on corruption 
and bigotry is based on a 
memoir by retired Colorado 
Springs officer Ron Stallworth 
and walks a tightrope between 
fact and stranger-than-fiction, 
seizing every opportunity to 
echo battle cries of the 2016 
US presidential election. 

Thus, David Duke, the 
former Grand Wizard of the Ku 
Klux Klan, who is portrayed on 
screen by Topher Grace, 
proudly addresses a room of 
his ardent supporters and 
sincerely thanks them for 
putting America first. 

“America will never elect 
somebody like David Duke 
president of the United 
States,” scoffs detective Ron 
(John David Washington) to 
colleagues on the force. 

Lee, who co-wrote the script, 
makes abundantly clear his 


president Walter Breachway 
(Ryan Eggold). 

Ron foolishly gives his own 
name over the telephone so 
when the time comes to meet 
Walter in person, Detective 
Flip Zimmerman (Adam 
Driver) poses as Ron and spits 
out racist bile on cue to 
perpetrate the deception. 

Walter’s second-in- 
command Felix Kendrickson 
(Jasper Paakkonen) isn’t 
convinced but his concerns are 
overruled when the real Ron 
develops a telephone 
friendship with David Duke 
(Grace), who is due to visit 
Colorado Springs in a few 
weeks. 

BlacKkKlansman nestles 
uncomfortable truths in an 
outlandish narrative, which 
pays tribute to “the Jackie 
Robinson of the Colorado 
Springs police force” as he 
outwits the KKK from the 
inside. 

Washington and Driver are a 
groovy double-act and the 
script strikes a pleasing 
balance between suspense and 
humour. 

Lee occasionally over-eggs 
his deliciously tart pudding like 
his choice to juxtapose 
climactic scenes of characters 
chanting “Black Power” and 
“White Power”. 

Sometimes, restraint lands 
the heaviest blows. 


thoughts on history repeating 
and he bookends his call-to- 
arms with sickening footage 
from Charlottesville of a car 
being driven at speed into 
counter-protesters, which left 
one woman dead and many 
other people injured. 

A disorienting opening salvo 
featuring Alec Baldwin as a 
tub-thumping white 
supremacist segues to 
Colorado Springs. 

Ron (Washington) is 
persuaded to join the local 
police force as part of a 
diversity drive. 

This doesn’t include visibility 
because Ron is consigned to 
the records room, where he 


suffers abuse from fellow 
officers like Andy Landers 
(Frederick Weller). 

Eventually, Ron compels 
Chief Bridges (Robert John 
Burke) and Sergeant Trapp 
(Ken Garito) to utilise him in 
the field and he goes 
undercover at a local rally 
organised by Patrice Dumas 
(Laura Harrier), president of 
the black student union, who 
has invited civil rights leader 
Kwame Ture (Corey Hawkins) 
to speak to the membership. 

Back at headquarters, Ron 
responds to a newspaper 
advertisement for new 
members for the Ku Klux Klan 
and he impresses local chapter

Simmer until it has 
thickened, stirring 
occasionally. Finely 
grate in half the 
nutmeg. Remove from 
the heat, finely grate in 
half the pecorino, tear 
in half the Taleggio, and 
stir well. Taste and 
season to perfection 
with sea salt and black 
pepper, if needed, and 
leave to cool. 

4. Preheat the oven to 
180°C. To assemble, 
layer up the sauce and 
pasta sheets in a large 
baking dish, adding 
little blobs of mozza¬ 
rella, Gorgonzola and 
the remaining Taleggio 
as you go, finishing 
with a final layer of 
sauce. Finely grate over 
the remaining pecorino 
and any other bits of 
cheese, then bake for 
40 minutes, or until 
golden and bubbling. 

5. Pick the remaining 
thyme leaves, toss in a 
little oil, and scatter 
over for the last five 
minutes. Leave to stand 
for 15 minutes, then dig 
in. 


METHOD: 

1. Trim and slice the 
leeks and fennel, then 
peel and finely chop 
the garlic. Melt the 
butter in a large pan 
over a medium heat, 
strip in most of the 
thyme leaves, then stir 
in the veg. Season, then 
fry for 15 minutes, 
stirring regularly. 

2. Pour in the wine, 
cover, and cook for 30 
minutes, or until soft 
and sweet, stirring 
regularly and adding 
splashes of water, if 
needed. 

3. Stir in the flour for a 
few minutes, then 
gradually add the milk, 
a splash at a time, 
stirring constantly.

ELLA WALKER talks to 
Jamie Oliver about his 
new Italian cook book 
and TV series and finds 
the celebrity chef in a 
rather reflective mood 

T HREE years ago, Jamie 
Oliver turned 40, and he 
really "didn't enjoy it 
much.” The prospect of 
entering his fifth decade 
made The Naked Chef more than 
a little "reflective" he admits. 

Meanwhile, his long-time 
mentor Gennaro Contaldo - who 
guided Oliver through his early 
days at the late Antonio 
Carluccio's Neal Street 
Restaurant during the Nineties 
- was edging towards the big 7-0. 

"He was in a similar but 
different reflective kind of 
moment,” remembers Jamie. 
Getting away, escaping for a bit 
became increasingly appealing 
to them both. "Me and Gennaro 
felt we needed that time 
personally." 

Italy, Gennaro’s homeland, 
became the destination, and the 
pair spent months travelling 
from the northern mountains to 
the southern islands, across the 
seasons. The result is Jamie's 
latest cookbook and Channel 4 
series, Jamie Cooks Italy. 

It's not just about the duo 
barrelling around Italy gorging 
on pasta in an effort to scrub out 
the years though. Instead, the 
pair set out to learn from the last 
generation of Italian 'nonnas] 
women in their 80s and 90s who 
"didn't grow up with fridges, 
freezers, microwaves, gas, 
electricity - we're talking about 
old school,” notes the Essex-born 
restaurateur. 

The aim was to capture "a 
snapshot, a moment, a bit of 
history" and by meeting the 
"matriarchs of the best cooking 
on the planet',' help preserve a 
way of cooking and eating that 
could cease with a generation. 

"I am, and I think they are," 
says Jamie, when asked if he's 
worried the food of the nonnas is 
being eroded. "Things fade, 
things go, things that are loved 



and important and really good 
for family nutrition, or 
communities or farming or fun, 
they can be going for hundreds 
and hundreds and hundreds of 
years, [but] it only takes five 
years for something to 
completely die off." 

"Every single nonna, 
without question, said, 

'Share this, get this to 
as many people as 
possible, people aren't 
cooking that in this 
village anymore,”' he 
continues. 

"It's fair to say that 
the new generation of 
young Italian boys and 
girls are not cooking 
like the one before, and 
the one before and the 
one before that.” 

Strangely, he says the recipes 
in the book are "almost smoke 
and mirrors"- the food is 
important, but with every 
encounter, whether it was 
making orecchiette by hand with 
nonna Graziella in Puglia, or 
eating sweet and sour rabbit with 
nonna Marina in Salina, it 
increasingly became apparent 


that Jamie and his crew were 
working on more than a cook 
book, they were making a record 
of "life and being grateful'! 

"It's about love and seizing the 
moment,” he says, keen to not 
sound overly romantic. "We 
laughed and 
cried a lot.” 

He tells of 
making tiella, 
with nonna 
Linda in Puglia, 
a baked long 
grain rice dish 
bejewelled with 
tomatoes, 
courgettes and 
mussels ("She 
shucked these 
mussels, not for 
mussels' sake, 
but almost as a 
seasoning - it was delicious”). 

"She was so welcoming," 
remembers Jamie. "I was 
introducing everyone outside in 
this square, but I kept doing 
really s*** Italian. 

"I kept getting it wrong, and 
every time I got it right, the bells 
would ring. 

"We started giggling and we 


just giggled like kids for 15 
minutes.” 

Eventually they got to around 
to the tiella, and "while it's 
cooking you've got an hour to 
talk. We're talking about how 
hard the winters were and life 
and money and family. 

"Then it was, 'How many 
kids have you got? (Jamie has 
five). 

"As a parent, food is originally 
used to nourish your growing 
baby, and then your child, and 
then your teenager, and then 
they leave and you use food to 
bring them back because you 
want to see them again. You use 
it like a magnet, it's like 
currency.” 

"It's about knowledge," 
he adds. "If you truly love 
something, regardless of how old 
(you are) or what people think of 
you, it's still OK to hunt and 
search and grovel for 
knowledge.”

NOW the football season is 
underway, I decided to celebrate 
with a special wine tasting for 
friends calling it Premier League 
wines at Second Division prices. 

I'm nothing if not topical. 

Here are some of the wines I 
chose for my little sipping guinea 
pigs; a white, a pink and an 
unusual red. 

Make the most of them and pour 
when you enjoy a late summer 
barbecue because soon we'll be 
talking about warming reds to 
put life back into your toes after 
an afternoon sitting in chilly 
football stands. 

VDV Organic Verdejo 2016 
(£7.99, the Co-op, 13% abv) is 
a lovely white from the 
Castilla y Leon region of 
Spain, a place I was lucky 
enough to visit last year. The 


RAISE 
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grapes grow south of Valladolid (a 
one-time capital of the country 
and the place where Christopher 
Columbus died) on 800m-high 
windswept plains. The wine has 
notes of stone fruit, flowers, 
and a lemon freshness, and to 
taste it is crisp, fruity, dry and 
very drinkable. 

"Ooooh, that's pretty" was 
the general exclamation at 
the elegant embossed 
bottle of Fleur de Prairie 
Cotes de Provence Rose 
2017 (£7.29, Aldi, 13% abv).

It is indeed pretty, and the wine 
inside is pretty too. It's a pale 
blush of a pink, with layers of 
aromas which include red fruits 
and sweet strawberry, a touch of 
nectarine and peach, and a 
brightness of citrus. The flavours 
are more of the same, but it was 
the nose which kept us all talking 
and exploring. Flowers! (someone 
said) and indeed there was a brush 
with honeysuckle. 

Solato Lambrusco (£7.50. 

Asda, 11% abv) was a bit of a 
curve ball and was definitely a 
Marmite wine - my tasters 
either liked it or they didn't. 

This sparkling red has been 
a wow with the blind-tasting 
people at the International 
Wine Challenge, where it won 
a silver award. Not only that, it 
picked up the trophy for great 


value sparkling under £12. 

It is a rich, deep, purply-red 
colour and the aromas are of ripe, 
plump, summer fruits - delicious 
damsons, blackcurrants and 
strawberries. In the mouth those 
same fruits are reflected, but 
there's also a note of dried herbs, 
made tingly by the excitable 
bubbles. 

■ Also in my glass... If you think 
of rum I bet you think of the 
Caribbean; but in the case of Dead 
Man's Fingers (£22, 70cl, Asda, 
37.5% abv) you should think 
Cornwall. 

This spiced rum has been 
created by the team at the 
Rum & Crab Shack restaurant 
in St. Ives and is now picking 
up quite a following. 

It's a blend of Caribbean 
rum and spices and I'm told it 



is inspired by such Cornish 
flavours as saffron cake, spiced 
fruit and the Shack's own Pedro 
Ximenez ice cream (sounds yum! 
PX is a lush, unctuous delicious 
sherry). 

The aromas are great - vanilla, 
caramel, orange, a tingle of 
pepper, raisins and baking spices. 
It is soft in the mouth, with a good 
bite of spice, but coated with 
creamy vanilla. Yes -1 definitely 
understand the inspiration of the 
PX ice cream. 

Sip Dead Man's Fingers with 
pineapple juice or ginger beer to 
complement the spices.

SWEET AND SOUR ROASTED 


CHICORY AND CELERY HEART 


INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves 4) 

4 white or red chicory 

1 head of celery 

2 sprigs of fresh rosemary 
Olive oil 

4 oranges (juiced) 

Itbsp runny honey 
Itbsp red wine vinegar 
4 slices of sourdough bread 

1 clove of garlic 
Extra virgin olive oil 
200g ball of burrata 

2 sprigs of fresh flat-leaf parsley 
1 / 2-1 fresh red chilli (optional) 

Sea salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat the oven to 200°C. 
Trim the chicory and halve 
lengthways. Trim the celery 


and cut 10cm from the base, 
saving the top half for other 
cooking, and reserving the 
inner yellow leaves. 

Use a speed-peeler to 
remove the base and stringy 
outer edges, then slice 
lengthways 1cm thick. Place 
the chicory and celery in a 
roasting tray. Strip in the 
rosemary leaves, drizzle with 
a little olive oil, add a pinch 
of sea salt and black pepper 
and toss to coat. Roast for 25 
minutes. 

2. Remove the tray from the 
oven to a high heat on the 
hob. Squeeze over the orange 
juice, drizzle over the honey 
and vinegar, add a splash of 
water and bring to the boil. 


Give it a stir, then carefully 
transfer back to the oven for 
a final 10 minutes, or until 
nice and sticky and the liquid 
has reduced. 

3. Toast the bread, halve the 
garlic clove and lightly rub 
the cut sides over the toasts, 
then place on your plates. 
Drizzle with a little extra 
virgin olive oil, then divide 
and tear over the burrata. 

4. Delicately spoon over the 
roasted chicory and celery, 
and drizzle over that 
flavour-packed dressing. Pick 
over the parsley leaves and 
reserved celery leaves. Finely 
slice and scatter over a little 
chilli before serving, if you 
like.

INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves 8) 

2 oranges 
200ml limoncello 
4tbsp runny honey 
200g sponge fingers 
200ml good espresso (cold) 
250g mascarpone cheese

METHOD: 

1. Use a speed-peeler to 
peel strips of zest from the 
oranges into a small pan. 
Squeeze over all the juice, 


add 100ml of the limoncello 
and two tablespoons of 
honey, and simmer over a 
medium heat until you have 
a thick syrup. 

2. Cover the base of a 24cm 
serving bowl with half the 
sponge fingers. Mix the cold 
espresso with the remaining 
limoncello, then drizzle half 
of it over the sponge layer, 
pressing down lightly to 
help it absorb the coffee 
mixture. 

3. Whisk together the 
mascarpone, yoghurt, 
vanilla paste and remaining 
two tablespoons of honey 
until smooth, then spoon

half into the bowl in an even 
layer. Remove the stones 
from the cherries, tearing 
the flesh over the mascar¬ 
pone. Lay the remaining 
sponge fingers on top, 
drizzle over the rest of 
the coffee, and finish 
by spooning over the 
remaining mascarpone. 

4. Spoon the syrup and 
candied peel over the 
tiramisu, and drizzle with a 
little extra virgin olive oil. 
Cover and pop into the 
fridge for at least four hours, 
or overnight. 

5. Shave or grate over the 
white chocolate to finish.

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Gardening shouldn't 
jeopardise our safety,

N ews that a former 
groundskeeper 
was awarded 
£226m earlier this 
month after a jury 
ruled his terminal 
cancer was caused 
by the weedkiller 

Roundup was a shock to the gardening 
world. 

Dewayne Johnson, 46, had taken 
Roundup's maker Monsanto to court 
in the US and the jury also found the 
firm had "acted with malice or 
oppression" and ruled it 
knew, or should have 
known, the weedkiller 
was dangerous. 

Monsanto plans to 
appeal. But what 
does it mean for us 
and how we have 
gardened - and 
indeed farmed - for 
decades? 

The ruling cannot 
be ignored. With 
increasing evidence 
linking the use of 
glyphosate-based 
weedkillers to cancer, 
gardening stores on these 
islands are reviewing 
whether they will continue to sell the 
likes of Roundup and similar. 

Gardening isn't easy. We seek to 
control and tame nature, fashioning it 
to our desires. 

We often want neat solutions... tidy 
lawns, neat borders and neatly 
pruned plants. 

We want the plants which 
we purposely introduce 
into our gardens to 
flourish and all others to 
be banished beyond our 
boundaries. 

Sometimes we recoil 
at species which, having 
been found in far-flung 
places by our 
forefathers and 
introduced to our 
gardens as rarities, take 
over. 

Plants like Japanese 
knotweed. We want it out, 
killed, destroyed. 

But we are beginning to

become aware that our stewardship of 
even our own garden plots can be a 
complex environmental and personal 
safety issue. 

The answer may be... whisper it... 
less tidy gardens. 

A new reality is dawning, one 
where we may look back aghast 
at the way we dumped 
chemicals into our plots to 
make them "perfect" and 
we will try and find new 
ways of gardening in 
harmony with nature. 

During the recent 
drought I noticed that 
although my lawn was a 
crispy brown, there was 
some green dotted 
through it. 

Yes, the dandelions 
had made it through, 
their long thirsty tap roots 
hoovering up the last 
drops of water. 

Other tap roots, such as 


plantain and dock, need to be dug up 
completely by hand - a job that's best 
done when the soil is soft. 

Annual weeds aren't doing so well 
in the drought and a quick hoeing of 
these soon finishes them off as they 
shrivel up. 


What other methods are available 
that will not harm you or the 
environment? 

Weeds need leaves to 
photosynthesise - the 
process whereby they 
convert light into

energy. Constant removal of a weed's 
leaves weaken the plant and if you 
completely smother it with 
light-excluding materials such 
as dark polythene, eventually 
it will die. 

This is a tried and trusted 
method for cleaning an 
area of soil - you can also 
7 use old carpet and if you 
don't like the look of this, 
you could disguise it with 
some bark mulch. It will 
take time but eventually you 
will have weed-free soil. 
Another version of this, 
which I favour, is to weed as much as 
you can and then use a heavy mulch 
of bark to suppress future weed 
growth. For this to be really effective 
you will need to pile it on about six 
inches deep. 

I also like to plant closely and use 
groundcovers as weed suppressors. 

I recently planted a selection of 
Vincas which will form a green carpet

■ Conifer and evergreen hedges 
can have a final trim to tidy up 
before autumn slows down their 
growth. 

■ A high-phosphate feed for the 
lawn will encourage strong root 
growth, a good measure to 
strengthen it for winter. 

■ Colchicum, sternbergia and 
autumn crocus should be 
planted as soon as they are 
available in garden centres. 
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are often add based. These will burn off 
the leaves but not penetrate to the root 
system so will need regular application. 

Home made versions include vinegar 
mixes with liquid soap or simply pouring 
boiling water on the weeds. 

Again you won't have root penetration 
so personally I think you're better pulling 
them out. 

Whatever your method, it's not worth 
risking your health for the sake of a neat 
garden. 

So I think we should all relax a little and 
be sensible about how we approach our 
gardening.

Good for you - too often we 
are reluctant to ring the 
changes and to recognise 
when something is no longer 
working or exciting us. 

A sunny site means you 
have plenty of options, though 
the first thing I always do 



before any replanting is to 
improve the soil, preferably 


with buckets of well-rotted 
manure or garden compost. 

As for the wow factor - well 
that comes in the form of hot 
colours, dramatic foliage or 
even tropical-style plants. 

Some of my favourites at 
the moment are the really 
dramatic big heads of 
agapanthus and zingy colours 
from dahlias. 

Add to that some later- 
flowering perennials such as 
heleniums and rudbeckias and 
you have the start of 
something wow! 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


CR0C0SMIA 

It was delightful to see the 
hedges in the South West of 
Ireland ablaze with wild 
crocosmia and fuchsia recently. 

Crocosmia, or montbretia as 
it's often known, is a South 
African native that has made 
itself at home here. It's an 
elegant combination of sword¬ 
shaped leaves and arching 
spikes of bright orange flowers. 

One of the best known 


cultivars is 'Lucifer' with 
devilishly deep-red blossoms. 

I also like some of the yellow 
forms such as 'Mount Usher'. 

Plant in sunny, moderately 
fertile soil that retains some 
moisture as you will find 
flowering diminishes in very dry 
soil. The cheapest option is to 
buy corms, which are like bulbs, 
and plant in spring at a depth of 
3-4ins.

Get creative and remember that 
little touches can make a big 
difference. 

Everybody needs some home 
comforts, even if it’s just a throw from 
Matalan, a few coloured utensils in 
the kitchen that feel more like 'you! or 
a stack of books on the coffee table 
that light a spark every time your eye 
catches them.

B rexit and the political high jinks 
surrounding our leaving the 
European Union won’t stop car 
makers popping out new models 
like there’s no tomorrow. 

Which means the UK’s new number plate 
change - with ‘68’ replacing ‘18’ from 
September - means only one thing - there 
are more new cars than ever to choose from. 

Mazda is leading the way with upgrades to 
its CX-5 SUV, the Mazda6 saloon and estate 
and to the iconic MX-5 
Volvo has a new model and it’s not an SUV 
but a stylish estate that will be one of the last 
new models Volvo produces with a diesel 
engine. The V60 line up will be priced from 
£31,810 for a D3 manual. 

Latest versions of Hyundai’s flagship SUV, 
the Santa Fe, will be in dealer showrooms 
from September, with prices starting at 
£33,425. As well as fresh new exterior and 
interior styling this latest generation Santa 
Fe introduces an array of new equipment, 
safety and powertrain features. 

Ford is getting active on the crossover 
front with pumped up versions of the Fiesta 
and Ka+ superminis. SUV-like styling and 
raised ride heights set the so-called Active 
models apart. The Ka-i- Active is priced from 
£12,950, while the Fiesta Active costs from 
£17,795. 

The latest update of the Mazda6 is the 
most comprehensive yet, offering a fresh 
look inside and out. There’s new seating, a 
2.5-litre petrol engine option and an even 


broader range of safety features. Prices will 
start from £23,045. 

Toyota has added a highly specified 
Design grade to its sharply styled C-HR 
crossover plus adding features, freshening 
the interior look and offering a bold new 
blue body colour. The Design version has 
heated front seats and powered lumbar 
support, plus a central touchscreen control. 
The C-HR is one of the top three selling 
Toyotas in the UK and prices start at 
£21,880. 

The new Maserati Levante GTS comes with 
the same Ferrari-built 3.8-litre V8 unit which 
powers the company’s flagship Quattroporte 
GTS but it has been re-engineered to work 
with the SUV’s Q4 Intelligent All-Wheel 
Drive System and retuned to deliver 550bhp. 

Lexus has now added a genuine seven- 
seater version of the standard RX model. It’s 
called the RX 450hL and comes with an extra 
third row of seats in the back. The entry- 
level seven-seater SE costs £50,995 - some 
£2,305 premium over the equivalent entry- 
level five-seater SE. 

The latest generation of the all electric 
Nissan Leaf now has an average range of 168 
miles of mixed road motoring or 250 miles of 
city work. In effect that’s around 47 per cent 
more range than the old model. Prices start 
from £21,990. 

Despite being the same length and having 
the same wheelbase as its predecessor, the 
new Kia Ceed is slightly lower and wider. 

The Ceed will be priced from £18,295 for a 


range that features four trim lines including 
a high-spec limited number of First Edition 
models. 

The new Fiat 500 Spiaggina ‘58’ special 
series will be produced in a limited edition 
of 1,958 cars and is only available as a 
convertible. Standard kit includes Uconnect 
7-inch HD LIVE touchscreen radio. Power 
comes from a 1.2-litre 69bhp petrol engine. 

MG Motor UK is on a bit of a roll - beating 
2017’s new car annual registrations volume 
by early fuly and on course to double sales 
in 2018. MG’s growth is being driven by the 
new MG ZS compact SUV, which starts from 
£12,495 and includes a seven-year 
manufacturer warranty. 

Most important new car for Honda this 
year is the fifth-generation CR-V. It goes on 
sale here in September - with only one 
engine on offer, a turbocharged 1.5-litre 
petrol. There is no diesel option but a 
petrol/electric hybrid arrives in 2019. 

SEAT boasts sales so far in 2018 make it 
Britain’s fast-growing volume car brand. 
Sales have been helped by the company’s 
new mid-size Arona SUV, with more than 
5,700 buyers since the start of the year. The 
Arona joins the larger Ateca SUV and kicks 
off at £16,750. 

Isuzu has made its high specification D- 
Max Utah model available with a new 
finance offer. Until the end of September it 
is available for £239 a month (excluding 
VAT), over 23 months, with an initial rental 
of £2,150 on business contract hire. Standard 


kit includes heated front seats and a 
reversing camera. 

Arriving by the end of the year is the 
Citroen C5 Aircross SUV, priced from around 
£22,700. Buyers will have two petrol and two 
diesel engines to choose from. 

All of them will ride on Citroen’s 
progressive hydraulic cushion suspension, 
aimed at improving ride comfort, which was 
first launched on the new C4 Cactus earlier 
in the year. 

The Suzuki jimny has a firm place in the 
hearts of drivers who love its no-nonsense 
go-anywhere abilities at a sensible price. So 
expectations are high for the imminent 
arrival of the fourth generation. 

It will come with just one engine, a 1.5- 
litre four-cylinder petrol, replacing the 
outgoing jimny’s 1.3-litre engine.

s the old saying 
goes imitation is the 
best form of flattery 
which must have 
left broad smiles on 
the faces of Nissan bosses 
after they effectively created 
the compact crossover 
Sports Utility Vehicle market 
sector back in 2006 with 
their new Qashqai. 

At the time it replaced the 
old and lumbering 
performing Nissan Terrano, 
an off-roader made in Spain 
alongside the Ford Maverick, 
and once it arrived here it 
took off and quickly become 
popular for families looking 
for a sensibly-sized, practical 
SUV that offered a choice of 
either four- or two-wheel- 
drive. 

Rival car makers soon 
jumped on the bandwaggon 
and today there’s a plethora 
of such models in the market 
place yet remarkably the 
Qashqai, helped by periodic 
realistic updates inside and 
out, remains one of the 


strongest sellers both here 
and on the Continent. 

Key here is offering 
motorists a wide range of 
models, again realistically 
priced, and the current 
Qashqai line-up starts at 
£19,300 with the 1.2-litre 
petrol model through to the 
range-topping 1.6-litre diesel 
model costing over £33,000. 

There are basically five 
trim levels, starting with the 
Visia, thenAccenta, N- 
Connecta, Teckna and lastly 
the Teckna-i- with a choice of 
either petrol or diesel 
engines and tested here is 
the range topping Teckn+ 
with the four cylinder 
108bhp 1.5-litre diesel 
engine under the bonnet 
and with a six-speed manual 
gearbox on board costing 
£30,350 on-the-road. 

Continued improvements 
has kept the Qashqai’s 
strong popularity and it’s 
easy to see why because in 
this latest incarnation it’s by 
far the most refined and 


quietest model so far and 
with that 1.5-litre diesel 
engine it genuinely returns 
impressive fuel consumption 
figures. 

The week’s test driving 
involved some lengthy 
distant motoring - the best 
part of 800 miles plus - with 
a mixture of long motorway 
stretches, cross-country 
twisty roads and busy stop/ 
start city driving. 

Remarkably the Qashqai 
averaged 68.5mpg 
throughout and realistically 
for a change was almost spot 
on with the official 
combined figure of 74.3mpg 
and the added bonus, 
particularly for tax-conscious 
company car drivers, it’s 
C02 rating is 99g/km. 

Apart from this better fuel 
consumption, the other 
major improvement across 
the new range is the 
Qashqai’s ride and that’s 
down to the Nissan 
backroom team in their 
Cranfield research centre. 


They deserve praise for 
sorting out the suspension in 
coping with our very typical 
English bumpy and pot- 
holed roads and providing a 
much better all round ride 
that now gives the Qashqai 
quite a more comfortable 
ride and drive one would 
normally associate with a 
more up-market SUV. 

The 1.5-litre diesel engine 
is also now more refined and 
typically has good pulling 
power down at low revs even 
when fully loaded with 
passengers, offers a decent 
gutsy performance out on 
the road while the six-speed 
manual gearbox now has a 
much crispier gear change 
feel about it than in earlier 
models. 

The steering is precise and 
there’s only a slight body roll 
when pushing the car fast 
through tight corners but it’s 
not uncomfortable and road 
grip is fine - the dearer 
Tekna models sit on 19-inch 
alloy wheels as against 17- 


inch or 18-inch on cheaper 
versions and they give a 
much better ride in my view. 

Naturally the up-market 
Tekna has more standard 
equipment and extras on 
board which is what a buyer 
would expect when shelling 
out the best part of thirty 
grand for the car such as a 
panoramic glass roof (great 
for giving more light inside 
for rear seat passengers in 
particular), Black Nappa 
leather trim, smart carbon 
effect dashboard trim, nice 
interior ambient lighting, 
electrically adjustable and 
heated front seats plus rear 
privacy glass and all round 
electric windows. 

As for the driver the 
Tekna-i- obviously has all the 
latest gizmos on board like 
ABS, EBD, Brake Assist, 
Chassis Control and a 
electronic stability system 
while the good, high driving 
position remains with again 
well placed controls and 
stalks. 


There’s a clear to read 
seven-inch touch screen 
with full navigation, eight 
Bose audio system and 
speakers, AppleCarPlay, 
Android Auto, Bluetooth and 
many in-built safety features 
including blind spot warning 
and plenty of airbagsX. 

Boot space (430 litres with 
the rear seats in use) is 
about the same as the 
previous model and there 
remains the useful 60/40 
split rear folding seat and 
there’s plenty of handy 
cubby holes for storage. 

Even taking on one of the 
lesser equipped current 
Qashqai models, such as the 
entry level Visia or Accenta, 
buyers will still find them 
decently equipped as Nissan 
has continued to upgrade 
them all with ever facelift. 

Judging by its continued 
sales popularity this 
Sunderland-built compact 
SUV remains the leader of 
the pack for others to try and 
catch up with.

Chiassaro chases 
Berlin Para medals 

Harlow wheelchair racer has hectic Euro schedule 



IT’S ONE down and four to go for 
Richard Chiassaro who couldn’t 
be too disappointed despite miss¬ 
ing out on the podium in his 
World Para Athletics European 
Championship opener. 

Five events await for the Har¬ 
low wheelchair racer in Berlin, a 
challenge he knows will push him 
all the way against Europe’s 
best. 

The first stage of the epic week 
began with Tuesday’s T54 200m 
race, finishing fourth and nar¬ 
rowly missing out on a medal 
behind British team-mate Nathan 
Maguire. 

But with this not one of his 
specialist events, Chiassaro 
knows he is only just getting 
warmed up in the Friedrich-Lud- 
wig-Jahn-Sportpark 

“I don’t feel like the race went 
badly,” he said. 

“I had a good start, my wheel 
lifted at one point around the 
bend but it wasn’t anything. 

“They were just faster than me. 
Nathan did some sessions with 
me before we came out here, so I 
knew how well he was doing. 

Pleased 

“I said to him before that he 
could easily medal and he has just 
proved it, so I’m really pleased 
with him for that. 

“Nathan is fast at starting and 
when he started to make some 
ground on me that made me lift 
my wheel and then that was it, I 
lost my speed and he just killed 
me. 

“It’s his first medal so I’m really 
pleased for him.” 

Chiassaro won’t have too much 
time to reflect on what has gone 
however, with yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) seeing him return for the T54 
400m before competing over 


double the distance today 
(Thursday). 

The 36-year-old will do so with 
plenty of confidence still behind 
him, collecting four medals the 
last time he competed at 
European level, at Grosseto 2016. 

He left with a 200m title on that 
occasion but with the body still 
feeling fresh, any fears of a dis¬ 


appointing Championships are 
not being considered. 

“My focus is on the 400m and 
the 800m, it would have been nice 
to have medalled in the 200m as 
well especially with the times I 
put in beforehand but they were 
just faster than me,” added Chi¬ 
assaro, who was born with spina 
bifida. 


“The 400m is my best event so I 
will go back to the hotel, get some 
treatment and see what happens. 

“The 100m and 1500m are after 
that and I’ll go and have some fun, 
I’ve got two events on Thursday so 
it’s going to be difficult, so I’ll 
head to the physio and make sure 
I’m all sorted for that.”

Swift exit for Hawks in Cup 


IT WAS a frustrating night for 
Danny Chapman and his Harlow 
Town side after two quick-fire 
second half goals saw them go 
down 2-1 to Potters Bar in the 
Velocity Trophy on Tuesday 
night. 

Charlie Edwards opened the 
scoring in the 20th minute with a 
cool nutmeg. 

However, goals in the 61st and 
63rd minute from Bradley Sach 
and George Nicholas meant 
Harlow fell at the first hurdle of 
the Isthmian League’s 


League Cup for the second 
season in a row. 

On Saturday Harlow put in a 
battling display against 
Worthing - one of the Bostik 
Premier title favourites - despite 
being a man down for the 
majority of the game. 

The visitors went ahead 
midway through the first half 
through a close range Ricky 
Aguilar finish, before Paul 
Rodgers’ afternoon was ended 
early courtesy of a drastically 
mis-timed challenge. 


The Hawks had good spells in 
the game, but Worthing’s David 
Ajiboye finished in second half 
stoppage time to make sure of 
the three points and leave 
Harlow yet to find a win from 
their opening three games. 

New signing Emile Acquah, 
who joined on loan from 
Southend United, took to the 
field for Harlow late in the game 
and although he was a handful 
for the defence, he too was 
unable to convert the Hawks’ 
pressure into a goal.

HARLOW Town visited Oakfield 
Parkonians on Saturday and 
found a somewhat sporting 
wicket which was well below the 
standard required in Shepherd 
Neame Essex Cricket League 
Division Two. 

Skipper Dan Farmer, on 
winning the toss, chose to bat 
first. Openers Ashley Alderson 
(14) and Shaun Alderson (21) got 
Town off to a reasonable start, 
followed by 51 from the in form 
Suraj Chauhan.

They ran through the home 
side and Dan Farmer picked up 
the other wicket to fall as Town 
took 25 much needed points - 
grabbing victory from the jaws 
of defeat, with Oakfield all out in 
26.3 overs for 59. 

This weekend Town entertain 
Leigh on Sea who, after a bright 
start to the season find 
themselves in a relegation battle. 

Relegation 
on the cards 

HARLOW Cricket Club were well 
beaten by Wickford at home and 
barring three wins in their final 
three games look set to be 
relegated to Shepherd Neame 
Essex Cricket League Division
